Fair Attendance 


SACRAMENTO (¿P) — Labor Day 
weather was just a little too fair 
for the State Fair. 
It warmed up in Sacramento and 
the crowds fell off. For Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday the attendance 
went comfortably over that of last 
year’s record counts. 
But on Sunday the mercury went 
to 99. Fair attendance totaled 122,- 
309, down 4,539 for the same day 
last year. Yesterday the reading was 
101 and the attendance totaled 89 
867 , down 8,933 from 1951. 
After five days, however, attend­ 
ance was still 5,649 above that for 
last year with a total of 410,188.

SOME TWO AMD A HALF yean 
ago Mao Tse-tung, th^dictatmr of 
Red China, Journeyed to Moscow, 
and after prolonged negotiation 
achieved the treaties of Feb. 14, 
1950. forraaUy replacing the treat­ 
ies and assurances which Stalin 
had once given to the MaUonist 
government of Chlang Kai-shek. 
Uxider the new treaties. Moscow 
and Peking exchanged their vows 
of alliance, mutual security aM 
mutual aid against aggression by 
Japan “or any state allied with 
her." Moscow promised to pro­ 
vide Peking with credits of $60 mU-^ 
lion a year over the next five years 
for the purchase of machinery and 
raw materials for the reconstruc­ 
tion of the Chinese economy. And 
Moscow promised to make restitu­ 
tion of Port Arthur and the 
Changchun (South Manchurian) 
railway before the end of 1953— 
which is now approaching. 


WHAT OTHER UNDERTAK­ 
INGS may have been exchanged is 
unknown. But less than five 
months later the Morth Koreans 
launched their assault on the 38th 
parallel line; before the year was 
out Peking was rescuing them 
from the imminently dteastrous 
consequences by throwing 600^)00 
“volimteers" across the Yalu, Mow 
Peking in turn is not doing too 
well, j 
By a relatively major miUtary 
effort, backed by Soviet supplies 
of weapons and equipment which 
must have absorbed far more than 
the $60 million a year promised 
for peaceful economic reconstruc­ 
tion, Peking has Just managed to 
atabalize the Korean War along 
a line a little lesa favorable than 
that of 1950. Red China ia prob­ 
ably weaker, both in prestige and 
in economic capacity thazf she was 
in February, 1950.'"And the con­ 
tinuation of the Korean War, over 
so basically trivial an issue as 
that of the recapture of her un­ 
willing POW’s, would seem to be of 
no possible advantage to anyone 
acept the Kremlin. 


SUCH ARE THE RESULTS of 
some two and a half years of a 
satellite alliance with the Soviet 
Union. As'the time for its ful­ 
fillment in respect to Port Arthur 
and the Manchurian railway comes 
up, Chou En-lal (Mao’s Premier 
and Foreign Minister, who actually 
signed the agreements* of 1950) 


has gone back to Moscow, with a 
tremencto^ entourage of military 
as well M diplomatie and pdltkal 
advisers. He must also have feme 
back with some fairly acid ques- 
timia. 
Obviously, we know very little 
about all this. We do not even 
know whether the Chineee inter* 
ventkm in Korea was on Moscow’s 
orders or (like Mussolini's Inter­ 
vention In Greece in 1940, to Hit* 
bar’s exasperation and erabanras* 
mmit) was axi independent act of 
policy. Bui Jt is plain that rela­ 
tions with Mao’s China are today 
the KremUn’i greatest problem; 
and if not so plain it ia at^ l^urt> 
probable that China is causing al­ 
most « s many headaches in the 
Soviet union as it did in Wash­ 
ington five or tlx years ago. Per­ 
haps there is no direct relation 
between the Chinese foission and 
the Soviet choice of. uiis moment 
to reorganize, itviAip and redis­ 
cipline the Russian Communist 
party structure; but the two events 
together suggest powerfully that 
Conuttunist Russia is telng com­ 
pelled^ review its whole internal 
and imemational position, and 
that on the décrions in regard 
to China will tum*mu(di of the im­ 
mediate future of Soviet policy.

SACniAMEMTO (CMS)—Despite 
the enthusiasm displayed by edu­

Apparently, however, the edu­ 
cators neglect to M e Hie tax

One educator, a eoniity sehocd 
raperiatendent M one M Cali- 
fomia's largest coantlea, re­ 
marked in private: 
“Now’s our chance to teach 
the people what’s good for them." 
And Dr. Roy E. Simpson, state 
supei^tendent of public instruc­ 
tion, called his conference, con­ 
veniently during state fair time, 
filled up the big conference room 
with educators, and went to work 
on ways and meant to put over the 
television system which the educa­ 
tors want to eontroL 


ONE SUGGES’nON made at the 
conference for a contract with 
private stations to broadcast edu­ 
cational programs, instead of using 
millions of dollars of the teypayera 
money to install a state system, 
was stepped on in a hurry. Dr. 
Walter B. Emery, a former legal 
assistant for the federal « » nmuni- 
catlons commission, said he be­ 
lieved television ahould be con­ 
ducted by a station devoted solely 
to education. ‘Dr. Emery, inciden­ 
tally, is now representixig a na­ 
tional Joint committee for the es­ 
tablishment of educational tele- 
visioQ throughout the nation. 
The intrusion of government la 
the television field, where it would 
he direetly in competition wiUi 
private industry for the time of 
the viewer, would mark another 
step toward socialization of the 
country.

PARIS (By Mail) — We motored 
through the valley of the Indre, 
which Balzac described as “a mag­ 
nificent emerald cup with a river 
winding lik e a serpent at the 
bottom" 
Here we visited the charming 
Chateau Azay-le-Ride&u, which I 
thought the most beautiful, the 
most restful of all the chateaux . The 
lak e, with Its po n d - l i l i e s and 
rushes, little rustic bridges, and 
rippling miniature waterfalls which 
surround this chateau, are beyond 
mere words to describe. The color­ 
ing, the reflections, the peace and 
quietness of this spot I shall never 
forget. And lik e so many other 
places I have fallen In love with 
over here, again I say — “I just 
HAVE to go back there again, some 
day." 
There were the chateaux of Usse, 
Villandry and Chevemy, all beauti­ 
ful, all historic and ex tremely in­ 
teresting All are link ed together in 
the history of France, but the stories 
of all would tak e too long to tell 
about. Needless to say, the chateau 
tour out of Pari s is most outsanding, 
and should be a MUST on anyone’s 
tour of Europfi. 


THE CLIFF DWELLERS 
Saturday morning, the last day of 
this tour, we drove past the cliff- 


dwellers’ hemes along the Loire 
river. These homes are ex cavations, 
dug out of the clay bank s, and in 
some instances, the only way one 
would have of k nowing a dwelling 
was there, would be by the chimney 
stick ing out of the ground above the 
cliffs. 


We went to one where the owner 
had lived, from his birth, and had 
tak en his bride to live when they 
were married They now have two 
lovely daughters, 17 and 19. Through 
the years, their father has grown his 
own grapes in the fields along the 
river, ex cavated and enlarged his 
underground wine cellars, and built 
a complete winery under the cliffs 
adjoining his home. 
He mak es the finest champagne 
to be had in that territory and in­ 
vites the tourists to sample his 
products in a cozy and much decor­ 
ated room, with trick , colored lights 
and mottoes. I'm sure It was just as 
well we couldn’t read (by the vtiled 
snick ers and ex pressions of the few 
in our party who COULD read 
French). This wine merchant is 
nick -named “Coco" and his cham­ 
pagne is “Vouvrey” — very good and 
also very inex pensive. I understand 
it is carried at one store in San 
Francisco. 
Coco has done all the ex cavating, 
the electrical work and the mak ing 
of rack s etc, for his huge supply of 
wines. We were told that this is a 
good wine year, as the ex treme heat 
brings out the flavor, besides put­ 
ting more sugar into the grapes, and 
that his entire output of 1952 wines 
— though not yet made — are all 
sold

CHRI STI AN SCI ENCE 
Lecturer Tells Solution 
For World's Troubles 


Christianity in action offers the 
solution for the pressing world 
problems which materialistic forces 
are trying to ex ploit, said Paul Stark 
Seeley in a Christian Science lecture 
here Sunday afternoon, August 31.

and acting, as taught in Christian 
Science. 


Mr. Seeley maintained that the 
one God or caur ative Mind must be 
understood as universal divine Love. 
He said Christianity in action is 
the demonstration of the power of 
divine Love, by means of the right 
think ing and acting which consti­ 
tutes true prayer. He cited various 
ex amples of how individuals had

Mr, Seeley brought out that divine 
Love constantly mak es available to 
man the spiritual ideas needed to 
meet every need—that these Ideas, 
or manifestations of God’s love, ex - 
themselves in terms of supply, 
right adjustment of human 
t'ionships, and protection, 
*T3ie need of most mortals is to 
get out of the driver’s seat and give 
the all-intelligent « cause of man an 
opportunity 
to ex ercise its preroga­ 
tive as man’s all-governing, causa­ 
tive Mind," he said. “Our part is 
to ha m m —in po i sea l a tfto g — 


first to pray, then to listen, then 
to obey."

In the measure that men are 
“humble 
enough to 
open their 
thought to the ideas of God," he 
said, they repudiate theories that 
would defeat progress, aifii are in­ 
spired to find steps out of ignor­ 
ance, injustice and low living stand­ 
ards. 


Mr. Seeley pointed out that Christ 
Jesus challenged the whole materi­ 
alistic conception of creation and 
man—and proved what he taught 
by healing. The method of this heal­ 
ing, he told the audience, was dis­ 
covered in modern times by Mary 
Bak er Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, who 
set forth this method in its com­ 
pleteness in her work “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures." 
*.7hen the healing power and pres­ 
ence of God is realized and cor­ 
rectly applied, it not only offers a 
peaceful and effective solution to 
world problems, but frees the in­ 
dividual from even the most threat­ 
ening conditions of disease, sin and 
hatred, the speak er said.

Milk literally runs down the hill 
straight to the consumer at the So- 
Rich Dairy in San Anselmo. But 
consumers needn’t worry; it’s still 
in the cow when it comes down the 
hill to the milk ing barn and retail 
store at 500 San Francisco boule­ 
vard. 


The point is, the milk ing barn Is 
buflt on the hillside permitting 
gravity flow of milk from the herd 
to the retail store to the buyer. 
Established in 1937 to deliver milk 
to all parts of the county, owner 
Nick Sorich specializes in pasteu-. 
rized and homogenized milk and 
cream. It is the only dairy in the 
county where homogenized and pas­ 
teurized milk can be purchased di­ 
rectly at the ranch at ranch prices, 
which means a saving of three-cents 
a quart or 12-cents a gallon. 


On the 9 0-acre grazing land lying 
in the hills behind the milk ing barn, 
a herd of 130 cattle are allowed to 
amble and feed. At milk ing time 
they browse, down to the milk ing 
barn which is on an elevation higher 
than the processing plant. 
From the milk ing barn the fresh 
milk is piped direct to the second 
floor of the processing plant where 
it is cooled, homogenized and pas­ 
teurized, then sent down for more 
cooling and bottling on the first 
floor. It is a single giant operation 
from the herd to the consumer that 
brings milk td the buyer at a sav­ 
ings over delivered products. 
So-Rich of course also delivers 
and distributes milk and milk prod­ 
ucts throughout the county. 
Owner Sorich has about 12 em­ 
ployees work ing at the modern 
processing plant in San Anselmo.
